>rasses held as evidence were not the 
ones that had been stolen from the 


H. & IX gondola cars, and that 


they would alse assist in tbe State in 
an effort to discover the parties who 
lad stolen the property. 


C. B. Shepter, agent for tbe C.. H, 


& D., was th« first to take the stand, 
and testified that he had billed out 
n car number 3360, goods for Mr. 
Jaskulek, who said that the ear con- 
tained scrap iron, 19 sacks of rubber 
and a quantity of zinc- The ship- 
ment was loaded and sent to-.Leipsic 
unction. Witness said that the bill 
of lading was made out. at Jaskn- 
ek's dictation, and that in aamtng 
>he articles he did not mention a box 
of brasses. Car left Lima on tbe 
llth. 


Henry Bison, a swltchtuaa, said 
, through orders, set car 3380 on a 


switch beside Jaskuiek's ware room. 


W. S Sears—lives at Lelpeic and 


He 
iestlfied that he saw car 3380 on tbe 
13th of May, at 5 o'clock, and that it 
was sealed. ISxamlned the ear and 
saw boxes, rubber barrels and scrap 
ron: the car was then lock** and re- 
sealed.

Wiles made an examination and 
'ound a box of brass bearings near 
the north door, and several drawbars 
among the scrap iron. Kntblng was 
taken from the ear except by the 
constable. 


Elmer E. Wilea, detecti>ve for tbe 
, H. &D.,,satd be-together with 


the section foreman and fonr other 
men, had examined car Ko. .'J36o;&t 
Leipslc junction, and fouaddrawbars, 
car bumpers, Slings, and under tbe 
lathe filings and junk iron were two 
bags of twenty-one brasses. In the 
other end of car he found a box of 61 
brasses and identified them as the 
ones held in evidence-. He said a 
number of C., H. & D. gondolas were 
stored in the South Lima yards and 
that he found brasses stolen from 
these, probably to the number of one 
hundred. 


Supt. Cory, of the motor depart- 


ment; testified that, he alone dis- 
posed of all brasses and ecrap Iroa for 
the company. He bad ordered only 
one lot of brasses sold during tbe 
last year, and ibsfr was to the Da- 
mascus Bronze Co., of Plttaburg. 
Sach brass is valued on the average 
at one dollar. He found four brasses 
that were made at the 0., H. & 
foundry. The other brasses wera of 
the pattern that they use.
